The terminal disclaimer filed on 1 1/12/09 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of US 
Patent 7,404,775 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has 
been recorded.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 1-53 have been canceled in their entirety. 

Reasons for Allowance 
The prior art does not show or suggest a hollow lacrosse stick shaft having an 
octagonal cross sectional shape and wherein said shaft has a longitudinal axis, the 
center line dividing the hollow tube into opposing first and second portions wherein the 
wall thickness of at least one of said sides and said corners in the first portion is greater 
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than the wall thickness of at least one of said sides and said comers in the second 
portion, such that the difference in wall thickness provides said hollow tube with an 
asymmetrical weight distribution about said centerline that provides feedback to the 
user of the lacrosse stick as to the orientation of the hollow tube, and thus the lacrosse 
head, in the user's hands in addition to the other elements of the structure claimed.
